The great objection to n property
qualification is that a majority of
those In cities who formerly had prop-
erty, tho Spaniards in particular, and
many capable Cubans, have been to-
tally ruined during tho last three years
and would not bo justly treated were u
property qualification enforced. Senor
Capote Is carefully considering tho
problem, and will .submit his views to
Governor General Brooke about tho
middle of noxt month, when he will
aslt for the Issuance of such a decree
as he will then have in readiness. Tho
Cubans, for tho most part, however.
disapprove the present system of mak
ing laws, contending that Senors Ca-
pote and Lanuza have too much In-

fluence "with tho military administra-
tion and persuade General Drooke to
sign decrees under a belief, on his part,
that the people desire them, when, as
a matter of fact, the secretaries have
considered nothing except their 'own
individual wishes.

Senor Launzua, secretary of the de
partment of justice, entirely disap
proves such roforms In tbe criminal
procedure as the abolition of the prac-
tice of Incommunicado and the confer
ring upon accused persons of tho right
to know tho speclnc charge against
them, to face their accusers and to hear
tho testimony offered. In this position
the Havana bar supports him. The
substanco of his argument a'galnst the
reforms which is an elaborate affair

is that under such conditions crlm
lnals would be able to concert a do
fense. Ho thinks it would bo inad
vlsablo to adopt the American system
of trial, and seems to beliove it would
bo better that the lnnnocent should
Buffer than that the guilty should hava
a chance to escape. This view will un
doubtedly be set aside as soon as .t
reform decree can bo properly drawn

A number of persons Interested in
the "debtor nnd creditor degree" at
tended the departure of the five com
mlssloners yesterday afternoon for
Washington, whoro thoy hope to se
cure a modlucation of tbe measuro,
Dr. Junco. the head of the commis
sion, said the question was one ot
great importanco becauso affecting mil'
lions already invested and preventing
millions from being invested.

"The proof of what I say Is seen In
the fact," ho declared, "that on the
day when the decree was Issued all
loan transactions ceased. Tho very
next day tne rate lor loans rose from
7 to 8 per cent in excess ot the usual
figures. Business men consider that
they havo no security In Cuba that is
safe, and the people In whoso behalf
the decree was most doslred are really
tne principal surtorers.

General Ludlow has revoked a con
cession given in 1704 to tho O'Reilly
family, under whloh thoy were allowed
to tax every head of cattle slaughtered
to the amount of 50 cents. This will
save about $100 per day. It Is estl
mated that during the existence of tho
concession the family has collected
from $3,000,000 to $5,000,000.

MISHAP TO THE PARIS.

Big Atlantio Linor on the Rooks

Noar Falmouth, England.

NEAR BY THE WRECKED M0HEGAN

Tho VpskoI Struck on mi Outer I.clKO
of tlio .Tronohoroita Mnnnolos Hoof.
All tho I'nsiotiBOM Tnkon Iu BaTrty
to Falmouth.
Fnlmouth. Mny 22. Tho Amorlcnn

lino stoamor Paris, Captain Watklns,
from Southampton and Chorbourg for
New Tork, struck on an outlying ridge

f tho Mnnacles at a point half a mllo
from where tho wrecked Atlantic
transport liner Mohegan lies and Ave
miles from Fnlmouth. Soon after 1

o'clock tn the morning, at high tide,
and In a donso fog, she ran ashore.
From tho first thcro was no danger.
Lifeboats and tugs ware soon literally
swarming around the vessel to render
assistance. A majority ot tho pas
sengers, who numbered 3S0, wore
brought to Falmouth, whoro they ob
tatned lodgings for tho night. Tho crow
remains on board.

Tho first Intimation of tho vessel
striking tho rocks was a slight grating
sound, which was followed by a sec-
ond and more pronounced shock. The
lookout shouted that thoro was some-
thing looming ahead, but before thero
was tlmo to revorso the onglnes tho
ship had gone on tho rocks, 200 yards
from tho shore. Asslstanco was sum
moned by means of rockets, and tho
coast guards promptly telephoned to
tho Ufa saving station for boats.

A majority of the passengers wore
not aware that an accident had hap
period until thoy wero called up by
the stewards. On reaching tho deck
they found tho ship's boats In perfect
readiness for their reception. The sea
was perfectly calm, and tho only dls
comfort that tho passengers experi-
enced was caused by the slight rain
that was falling at the tlmo. Owing
to tho calmness of the sea the boats
could bo managed with entire safety.
Perfect order prevailed aboard tho
vessel. Captain Watklns stood on the
brldgo giving orders, and his perfect
self possession and calmness of de
meanor had a reassuring effect upon
tho passengers. In accordance with tho
instructions of the captain, tho wo
men and children woro the first to bo
taken off tho ship. Such perfect order
was maintained that a passenger do
scribed tho scene as simply a slow
procession of women and children
walking in singlo file to the boats.

It is said that a Falmouth pilot boat
showed a warning signal to tho Paris,
telling the captain that he would put
the vessel on top of the Mohegan If he
did not alter the course of tho ship.
The warning, howover, camo too late,
and the Paris struck on a ridge to the
westward of tho Manacles.

It is believed that tho steamer has n
large rent in her bottom in tho for
ward part of the ship. Tugs are stand
ing by her and will assist in an effort
to get her off tho rockB.

The soundings made showed nine
fathoms of water forward and four
teen aft, but the ship rests on a flat
rock, while the rocks rising on each
sldo of hor hold her almost erect.

It is stated that those In charge of
tho Paris were so perfectly confident
that they woro pursuing tho proper
course that the vessel was Bteamlng
18 or IV Knots an hour when she struck,

Thero will bo little danger to tho
steamor if the long calm continues,
but should the wind veer to tho east
or southeast tho consequences might
bo serious.

The offlcors' log determines tho do
sltlon of tho Paris, and the position ot

Manacles in place of the useless bell
buoy now there.
